Planes Collide at 
- Blackpool 


Six Persons Killed; 
Thirty Injured 


Six persons were killed and 
about thirty injured when 
two ‘planes collided less than 


tower at Blackpool yesterday. 

One of the ’planes, its tail torn away, 
made a spiral descent to crash through 
the entrance roof of the busy Central 
Station. As it fell its petro! tanks 
exploded, throwing fragments over a 
radius of nearly a mile. The other 
plunged to earth in another part of the 
town. Thousands of holiday-makers 
saw the collision, and watched spell- 
bound as the machines hurtled down. 

The promenade was packed with 
people, and the tailpiece of the ‘plane 
which crashed into the station missed 
the promenade railings by only a few 
feet. As it plunged into the sea the 
spectators saw the body of a man pre- 
cipiated into the water. 

Meantime ambulances were already 
hastening to the station, with thousands 
of visitors in their wake. A number 
of the injured were treated on the spot, 
but the majority were taken to hospital, 
where sixteen were detained. 

The left !uggage office and a bookstall 
were damaged, as well as the roof of 


the entrance, which the ‘plane had 
carried away. [he second ‘plane 
crashed into a double-fronted house, 


bringing down a side wall and a large 
part of the roof. The occupants, Mr. 
and Mrs. L. H. Franceys, who were 
writing letters downstairs, escaped 
without injury. The pilot had evidently 
attempted to bale out, but was killed, 
his body being found about 200 yards 
from. the damaged house. The engine 
of the ‘plane fell in a roadway, and 
embedded itself about a foot deep. 


SEVEN DIE IN 'PLANE 
CRASH ON HOUSE 


It was disclosed at 
(Middlesex) inquest yesterday that 
three Royal Air Force pilot officers and 
a sergeant were killed, in addition to a 
mother and her two daughters, when a 
‘plane on a training flight crashed on a 
house at Stanmore, Middlesex, on 
Saturday.

Alexander Werth, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent in Moscow, savs that the 
latest reports from the southern and 
central fronts give the impression that 
the third German offensive—launched 
three weeks ago—is exhausting itself, 
If that impression is sntened i will 
take time befoxe the German Arms is 
ready to mount another—and time is 
working against it. 

In the Ukraine the Germans have 
failed to cross the Lower Dnieper, 
Werth says. Equally important, the 
left pincer movement against Marshal 
Budenny’s Army from Gomel, with 
which the Germans hoped to penetrate 
through Briansk and Kharkov to the 
Donetz Basin, has been effectively 
snapped off by the Russians in what 
appears to have been the war's most 


| effective counter-offensive. 


The failure of the drive against 
Kiev is manifest, adds Werth. The 
defence of Odessa continues effectively 
and promises to be a constant thorn in 
the side of the German troops 
eccupying the Western Ukraine. 
London regards as “disquieting and 
serious ” the absence of news regard- 
ing the results of the Russian counter- 
attack in the Gomel area midway 
between Smolensk and Kiev which 
was begun some days ago. There has 
been nothing beyond the Russian re- 
captare of an unnamed town, against 
which the Germans claim a progressive 
advance. 

Pending this battle’s decision it is 
difficult to say what will happen to the 
Red Army forces in the Gomel-Kiev 
salient—formed by the big westward 
bend of the Dnieper—which, if the 
German thrust succeeded, would be in 
grave danger of being cut off. A Red 
Army success here, however, would 
confront the Germans with a far more 
difficult task in the south. 


LENINGRAD 


Latest news of fighting on the 
Leningrad front says that the German 
‘‘ half-circle’’ appears to be closing 
slowly in on the city, though only at 
a very heavy price for every inch of 
ground gained. Soviet flyers are 
hitting hard at waves of ‘planes flung 


armies trying to smash through the 
city’s approaches aad German losses 
have been heavy. 

Leningrad’s biggest problem is th 
maintenance of communications and 
supplies with Moscow and the town o 
Gologda, some 300 miles to the east. 
Evidently the Germans are moving u 
through the difficult and comparatively 
inaccessible country between Novo 
gorod and Leningrad without venturing 
over-close for the present to the 
Moscow-Leningrad Railway. They may 
not attempt to cut the railway until 
they are much nearer Leningrad. 

In Moscow there is a growing feeling 
that Marsha! Voroshilov’s prophesy, 
that Leningrad will never fall into 
German hands, 1s not a vain boast. 
but may be the prelude to one of the 
war's most glorious epics. The anti- 
aircraft batteries in and around Lenin- 
grad are as active and as well equipped 
as Moscow's, and the Germans have 
ng! suffered enormous air losses— 
101 ’planes in the last two days. 


AT TALLINN 


The German High Command claimed 
yesterday that before Reval-Tallinn— 
the Soviet stronghold on the Estonian 
coast — and on the Finnish front, 
“operations continue successfully.” 
Rome radio declared that Tallinn is “in 
flames—fired by the Russians before 
leaving the city,” and a Helsinki re. 
port said that a huge fire had been 
raging on the south shore of the (ulf 
of Finland for the past twenty-four 
hours. On the northern shores of the 
mm a big battle is apparently raging 
or Viipuri (Viborg)—the important 
base ceded by the Finns to the Soviet 
under the 1940 Peace Treaty.

Salesmasters’ Association, and chairman 
of the deputation, said : ‘‘Cattle dealers 
in Eire sent weekly supplies of 
cattle to the Scottish markets before 
the ban. Stocks in Ireland to-day 
have accumulated to such an extent 
that Eire has more cattle than at any 
previous time.”’ 
- He said that the deputation had the 
promise of support from Scottish cattle 
men, who wanted Irish store cattle for 
fattening, although there might be 
shipping difficulties and some shortage 
of concentrates for feeding. He be- 
lieved there were sufficient roots and
